I'm 
always highly amused whenever [ 
hear some colleague complain too bit- 
terly of having to sit around on a 
sound stage with Jobian patience 
awaiting his turn before the camera. 
It may nerve-wracking but it’s bet- 
ter than washing windows. 

There's something insidious about 
prominence. You get to like it just 
when you get to hate it most. Also 
one gets to crave it, I'm told, after he 
has lost it. But a man must have 
some privacy once in a while. In 
this profession it’s a privilege hard 
to attain. 

Your life is an open book. When 
Sandra Shaw and I were’ married 
over a year ago, that, I thought, was 
a personal matter. Our honeymoon, 
or what there was of it, was some- 
thing like a chautauqua lecture on 
matrimony. Everybody fancied I 
ought to tell them what I theucht of 
marriage, though I had beén married 
less than two weeks.

| Thé commission further recolit- 
mends the creation of a temporary 
air commerce commission. In this 
recommendation I am unable to con- 
cur. I believe that we should avoid 
the multiplication of separate regula- 
tory agencies in the field of transpor- 
tation. Therefore in the interim be- 
fore a permanent consolidated agency 
is created or designated over trans- 
portation as a whole, a division of 
the interstate commerce commission 
can well serve the needs of air trans- 
portation. 

In the granting of powers and 
duties by the congress orderly gov- 
ernment calls for the administration 
of executive functions by those ad- 
ministrative departments or agencies 
which have functioned satisfactorily 
in the past and, on the other hand, 
calls for the vesting of judicial fune- 
tions in agencies already accustomed 
to such powers. It is this principle 
that should be followed in all of the 
various aspects of transportation 
legislation.

A huge gate will be shut at 7 
a. m. tomorrow and the flow of the 
river will be stopped. The _ choco- 
late waters then will lave the base 
of Boulder dam, greatest structure 
of its kind in the world. 

Thus will begin the formation of 
a lake eleven times larger than man 
ever built before. It will mark the 
taming of the Colorado. 

Boulder dam will provide electri- 
cal energy for 1,800,000 horsepower, 
reclamation of 2,100,000 acres, and 
domestic water supply for future 
millions of people in southern Calli- 
fornia, as well as preventing floods.
